Describes Fatal Shooting 


of Mrs. Fell Phillips

TEXARKANA, May 9.—One of the 


liquor raids which is said to have 
participated the fatal shooting of Mrs, 
Fell Phillips by Obe McCoy, 
near 


Falcon, Ark., May 3, had a federal 
court aftermath here Thursday when 
Ben McCoy, said to have been his 
younger brother's intended 
victim, 


was held to the Arkansas 
federal 


grand jury on liquor charges. 


McCoy pleaded not guilty, but did 


not make a statement. However, he 
told a reporter substantially the same 
story concerning the killing which he 
related at his brother's preliminary 
hearing Tuesday at Prcscott. 


"Obu had been drinking," McCoy 


."aid. "We had been having a fuss at 
our home, and I had gone outside on 
the porch. 


"I opened tho front door to go in- 


side the house. Al the same time Mrs, 
Phillips, my sister-in-law, who had 
been standing in front of a looking 
glass just beside tho door, stepped in 
front of the door as it opened. She 
was directly in front of the opening, 
while I was on the right, behind the 
door, which opened inward. 


"Just as she moved Obc 
fired a 


shotgun and tho charge struck her in 
the lower part of the face and killed 
her." 


Obe fled and was arrested Sunday 


murning at u farm house in the south 
part of Nevada county. His story to 
officers directly conflicted with Ben's 
version. He said that Ben picked up 
Ihc shotgun, and that he and Ben nnd 
Mpi. Phillips w.cre grappling over pos- 
session of it when it was accidentally 
discharged.

was due to the fact that Obo McCoy 
had accompanied them to a still near 
the McCoy home, and that Ben be- 
lieved his brother had informed the 
officers.

Mrs. Violet Dwyer Found 


Guilty of Second De- 


gree Murder 


BEKTON, May 9,—After deliberat- 


ing more than four hours, the jury 
in the case of Mrs. Violet Dwyer, 
aged 35, returned a verdict of guilty 
of second degree murder at 12:05 this 
morning, and fixed her penalty at 
seven years in the penitentiary. 


Mrs. Dwyer, tried for 
the 
fatal 


shooting 
of her 
husband, F. W. 


Dwyer Benton and Little. Rock con- 
tractor, last January, apparently was 
not surprised at the verdict, which 
was returned to Judge T. E. Toler be- 
fore 
a comparatively large ' crowd 


considering the lateness of the hour. 


Judge Toler after reading the ver- 


dict granted the defense attorneys un- 
til June 9, which is.tho date set for 
an adjourned term of Circuit Court, 
for filing a motion for a new trial. 
Mrs. Dwyer will remain at liberty un- 
der the $10,000 bond executed soon 
after the killing. 


Arguments started about 10 yester- 


day morning and continued for prac- 
tically seven hours. 


Prosecuting Attorney John McClel- 


lan of Malvern, who .closed the argu- 
ments in a two-hour and 45 minute 
address, said that he would not ex- 
pect the jury to return a verdict car- 
rying the death penalty. He said, 
however, 
that 
he 
believed 
Mrs. 


Dwyer guilty of first degree murder. 


Possibilities of suicide, accidental 


shooting and self-defense as shown 
by the evidence, were brought out by 
Nathan McDaniel, Walter A. Isgrig, 
and his brother, Fred A. Isgrig, who 
represented Mrs. Dwyer. Tney said 
that unless the jury could decide that 
the killing was none of these beyond 
reasonable doubt of acquittal should 
be the verdict. 


Dwyer was shot and killed at his 


home on the outskirts of Benton last 
January by Mrs. Dwyer, who testified 
that her husband was shot during a 
struggle for possession of tho pistol. 
Although on the witness stand she 
told a married life of unhappiness 
and cruelty during her marriage, she 
said that she never had wanted to kill 
her husband. 


The state attempted to show that 


Mrs. Dwyer deliberately shot and kill- 
ed her husband.
